IRS TO AUDIT TAX RETURNS OF 10.000 MEDICARE DOCTORS 

THE INTERNAL REVENUE SERVICE announced 
Wednesday it will make a special audit of the income tax 
returns of an estimated 10.000 doctors who received more 
than $25,000 a year in Medicare and Medicaid payments 
from the government. IRS Commissioner Randolph W. 
Thrower told the Senate Finance Committee he did not 
want to "make judgments as to whether there is wide- 
spreading cheating” in doctors’ returns. But he said the 
IRS had lacked precise enough information to trace their 
Incomes.

ATTACK BY U.S. PLANES ON REDS IN CAMBODIA DISCLOSED 


A U.S. GREEN BERET officer at Ben Het said Wed¬ 
nesday American planes and artillery bombarded North 
Vietnamese gun positions in Cambodia during the 56-day 
siege of the outpost on South Vietnam's Central High¬ 
lands. At least 1,850 North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
were killed, most of them by air strikes and artillery 
barrages. U.S. losses at Bet Het were placed at 14 killed 
and 132 wounded with about 40 more slain in related 
fighting in the Dak To Valley. South Vietnamese casualties 
were put at 326 men killed. A general lull in fighting pre¬ 
vailed over most of South Vietnam, but U.S. spokesmen 
said it was too early to attach any significance to the drop 
In actions initiated by the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong.

called for a study of the proposed medical school and an 
evaluation of that review, primarily because he believed 
the state could not afford to spend another $60 million 
for the facility. More than $64 million. Including $35 mil¬ 
lion in federal money, already had been allocated for the 
project. Dean Lamar Soutter, the head of the proposed 
100-student medical school has been fighting for its con¬ 
struction, said Sargent’s decision heralded "a great day 
for Massachusetts, a real step forward."

A MOTHER and her 11 year-old daughter were killed 
Wednesday in Mtllls during a three-car crash Involving a 
getaway car driven by alleged bank bandits and a police 
ear.

income housing has been 
approved. 

Mayor Basbas hailed this 
increase in Newton's loan 
from the Federal 
Government in the sum of 
$113,739, since it will enable 
the Newton Housing 
Authority through i t s 
Chairman, Milton Manin, to 
proceed with the 
construction of 57 new units 
of low income housing in 
Auburndale. 

Mayor Basbas pointed out 

that this long-awaited project 
has been-held up since all bids 
received on the actual 
construction were above the 
Federal Gover nment 
allowance for 6uch 
construction.

Justice Department Making 
Drive on Organized Crime 

An intensive investigation into organized crime 
operations in the Greater Boston area is being made 
quietly and without fanfare by the Justice Department. 

Task forces of FBI agents, ixistal inspectors, tax 
men, accountants, lawyers and other federal inspectors 
are being shuttled in and out of the Hub. 

They rarely became known in this hush-hush op¬ 
eration. When they finish an assignment, they are 
shifted from one city to another. 

This is being done in eight targe cities stretching 
from Boston to Chicago. Boston leads the list, possibly 
because it has replaced Providence as the headquarters 
of the crime syndicate in New England.

Independence Day. 1969 

Whatever stresses we face today fade into com¬ 
parative insignificance when one contemplates the 
events of those turbulent times that led to the signingl 
of the Declaration of Independence and our observance 
of the Fourth rf July.

To Those W ho Have Ships 

The imposing presence of growing fleets of Soviet 
ships of all kinds sailing the sea lanes of the world, 
together with the blunt Russian announcement that 
U.S. mastery of the seas is coming to an end, may do 
more than anything else to awaken the people of our 
country to the meaning of a strong first-class mer¬ 
chant marine in terms of national survival. 

President Nixon has placed a revitalized U.S. 
Merchant Marine high on the list for the attention 
of the new Administration. This is encouraging. 

Equally significant are the words of an official 
of the newly organized American Institute of Mer¬ 
chant Shipping (AIMS), Spvros S. Skouras.

world — meaning the most modern, efficient, and com¬ 
petitive. 

“It is absolutely essential to bring tankers and 
bulk carriers under a direct subsidy program along 
with the cargo liners," Skouras said.

vandalism control project 
successfully. 

Chief Quinn stated that the 
auxiliary policeman and many 
other citizens have shown a 
desire to cooperate actively in 
the "Crime Check" program 
and It was decided in 
conderence with Mayor Monte 
G. Basbas to increase the 
number of members and 
provide necessary training 
within the Civil Defense act 
According to Quinn, First 
Aid. Radiological 
M o n itoring. Community 
Relations, Crowd Control, 
law and history of |M»licing, 
will be some of the manv 
subjects to he contained in 
the training program. 

Both Quinn and Parker 
emphasized that the re¬ 
vitalized Auxiliary will not be 
called upon to replace 
policemen, nor will it make 
excessive demands on the 


[time of the members, but will 
'request that they become 
(more aware of community 
problems and as citizens 
participate in the prevention 
of crime and to render 
assistance whenever there is 
an obvious need. 

In addition to a continuing 
training program in the 
subjects listed, plans are 
under consideration to use the 
Auxiliary Police Department 
as an “Observe and Report” 
force — designed to augment 
and extend the recently 
launched "Crime Check'' pro¬ 
gram. 

Under these plans. 
Auxiliary Police would, with 
the guidance and advice of 
regular police personnel, 
establish an Auxiliary 
Police Headquarters, staff 
the same. man radio 
equipped cars, patrol 
assigned areas, and report 
any suspicious or dangerous 
activities or conditions to 
their own headquarters. 


This information would then 
be immediately relayed to 
regular police headquarters 
for action. The Auxiliary 
Police Headquarters would 
according to present plans be 
activated several evenings 
each week, with men assigned 
to station duty and cruiser 
duty on a rotating basis. 

In effect — the Auxiliary 
Police — will constitute a 
semi - autonomous 
organization — trained 
methods and o p e t a t ion s 
paralleling those performed 
by the regular police — so 
, that in case of civic need — it 
|could step in and perform 
'necessary police service 
immediately.

INFILTRATION of Communist troops into South Viet¬ 
nam last month dropped to its lowest level since the U.S. 
military buildup began in 1965, American military sources in 
Saigon said Wednesday. Initial reports showed that fewer 
than 1.000 North Vietnamese entered the country during June, 
compared with a monthly average of 12,000 to 15,000 last year 
and 7,700 through the first four months of this year. The 
sources said infiltration estimates for June were subject to 
revision. At the same time, Washington sources said Ameri¬ 
can combat deaths in Vietnam last week were the lowest 
since the week ended April 26 when 163 GIs were killed. The 
weekly casualty report will be issued today in Saigon.

SYRIA DEPLOYS TROOPS ALONG CEASE-FIRE LINE AT GOLAN HEIGHTS 

SYRIA has deployed concentrations of troops along the 
Golan Heights cease fire line with Israel and granted Arab 
guerrilla groups permission to strike against the Israelis from 
Syrian territory’, Arab diplomatic sources in Rome report¬ 
ed Wednesday. The same sources reported intensification of a 
military buildup in Egypt, including mobilization of special 
reserves, reorganization of the air force, amphibious training 
for troops, and movement of men and weapons toward the 
Suez Canal front. In Tel Aviv, the Israeli chief of staff, Gen 
Haim Bar Lev, told newly-graduated officers that Israel must 
prepare for another war with the Arabs. 

PACIFIST NEGOTIATING RELEASE OF 3 U.S. PRISONERS 

IN PARIS, David T. Dellinger, leader of an American 
anti war group, contacted North Vietnamese officials Wednes¬ 
day to work out arrangements for the release of three U.S. 
prisoners Hanoi has promised to free. No details were re¬ 
ported, but Dellinger was understood to be working out a 
mission to Hanoi that would return the GIs to American 
hands. Dellinger’s group, the National Mobilization Commit 
tee to End the War in Vietnam, has been involved in previous 
prisoner releases. Word of Dellinger's mission came as allied 
negotiators expressed hope the 25th session of the Vietnam 
talks today may produce a sign the North Vietnamese-Viet 
Cong side is ready for genuine bargaining. 

MISINTERPRETATION OF MESSAGE LED TO USS EVANS COLLISION 

NEW EVIDENCE was given at a board of inquiry hear¬ 
ing at Subic Bay, Philippines, Wednesday that a young Naval 
officer on the bridge of the U.S. destroyer Frank E. Evans 
misinterpreted a radio message from the Australian carrier 
Melbourne that led the two warships to collide. The sea dis 
aster killed 74 Americans. Lt. (jgi Ronald C. Ramsey, 24, of 
Long Beach, Calif., said that on the day of the collision that 
he thought a radio message from the Melbourne's skipper had 
reported a sharp course change to the left by the carrier. As 
the two warships veered toward one another at a speed of 38 
knots he realized the vessels were on a collision course and 
ordered a hard right turn he believed would have avoided 
disaster. But the Melbourne also changed sharply to the left.

WORLD HEALTH CHIEF DEFENDS DOT'S RECORD AS AID TO MANKIND 

~ THE HEAD of the World Health Organization, meeting 
Iri Boston, said Wednesday the world cannot afford to outlaw 
DDT insecticides until economically feasible substitutes are 
found. WHO Director-General Dr. M. G. Candau acknowledged 
International concern over evidence that some insecticides 
harm certain wildlife species, but praised the record of 
DDT's safety to man. Candau, a Brazilian, also urged WHO 
members to keep the door open to all nations irrespective of 
politics or ideology. Candau said DDT has been responsible 
"irt controlling some of the most important vector borne dis¬ 
eases of mankind. The concept of malaria eradication rests 
completely on its use,” he said.

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Marijuana and the Law tr 

It may lie years before science determines what 
physical effects the smokinjr of marijuana has on a per¬ 
son's health. Meanwhile, there is another side to mari¬ 
juana that should be remembered, particularly by 
young )ieople. It is simply this—marijuana-smoking is 
a criminal offense. 

Persons with criminal records are handicapped all 
through life. In many states, a person with a police rec¬ 
ent must meet special conditions to obtain or renew a 
driver's license. Conviction can prevent a person from 
being able to enter a profession such as medicine, law 
or teaching. It can make it difficult for him to get a re¬ 
sponsible position in business or industry. Special hear¬ 
ings are necessary before he can hold a government 
job. 

In addition to the legal penalties of marijuana 
smoking, the health element is something for youthful 
“pot" smokers to keep in mind. Statements being re¬ 
ported by students that the use of marijuana is "medi¬ 
cally safe" are not supported by scientific evidence. 

It is hoped t'i*' research now underway may add 
to the little currently known about the effects of the 
use of marijuana. Eventually, more w ill be known about 
marijuana and health. 

In the meantime, there is no mystery about mari¬ 
juana and the law. 


The Missing Element 

Naval officer and Director of Naval History, Rear 
Admiral Ernest M. Eller, (Ret.), recently made a point 
that is often overlooked in our country.

Nasal aviator written to his w ife shortly before he lost 
his life in Vietnam. In them lie the soul and the charac¬ 
ter of which the Admiral spoke. 

“I don’t want my sons to have to fight a war I 
should have fought. I wish more Americans felt that 
way. I'm not a ‘war monger.’ It will be me who gets 
shot at. But it is blind and foolish not to have the 
courage of your convictions.

Air Traffic Control Is 
Flying’s ‘Toughest Nut’ 

Bv WILLIAM J. MARTIN 

The ‘toughest nut’ for aviation to crack today is 
air traffic and the problems associated with it. Regu¬ 
lation is by tne FAA (Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion) which also is responsible for enforcement. ATC 
(Air Traffic Control) as it is generally referred to, 
deals with three areas of control in both approach 
and dejiarture for: ground operation of aircraft: local 
control at the airport and in the immediate vicinity, 
but off the ground; and airways control, that is en 
route aircraft. 

the traffic pattern Is governed 
by FAA operators in the 
tower.

ATC problems, as those rcla 
ted transportation and traffic 
problems encountered on the 
Southeast expressway and 
with vehicles operated by the 
MBTA, are growing by leaps 
and bounds, particularly dur 
lng peak hours. 

In avation at least, many 
consider this to be the expla¬ 
nation for the success of com 
muter and shuttle airlines. 
Air traffic in and out of Bos¬ 
ton. New York, Philadelphia 
and Washington, D.C., during 
peak periods bear this out. 

Logan International Air¬ 
port. East Boston, tabulated 
three 1,000 or more operations 
days during June with others 
over the 900 mark. Beng inter¬ 
national in scope and the 
pighth busiest Commercial Air 
lines airport in the country, 
the figures reflect conditions 
at the larger air terminals as 
well as at their smaller gen 
eral aviation counterparts. 

Norwood Municipal Air¬ 
port, with the added conven¬ 
ience and safety of a control 
tower here for the air show- 
last minth, tabulated an of- 
rial FAA count over 1,000 on 
Saturday, June 21 when the 
tower closed operations at 
8 p.m. 

Although some would attrib¬ 
ute this number of operations 
to the presence of the air 
show, others are quick to 
point out that the show was a 
general aviation exhibition, a 
static show which did not con¬ 
tribute to air traffic in Nor¬ 
wood. Other official counts 
taken here by the FAA indi¬ 
cate that the number of oper¬ 
ations on a Sunday, possibly 
on other days during good 
weather, are above 1,000. 

’ Other “unofficial” counts bv 
operators whose livelihoods 
arc at the airport have also 
tabulated in excess of 1.000 
operations here time and time 
again durng a single day. 

Also, much of the flying ac 
tlvities at Norwood is by stu¬ 
dent pilots making “touch 
and goes", that is. landing and 
taking off immediately with¬ 
out coming to stop. A touch 
and go is counted as a single 
operation while a full stop 
landing followed by a take 
off is counted two. 


With this built-in safety fac 
tor. take offs and landings 
may occur simultaneously on 
two runways or a take off and 
landng may be controlled 
two separate runways or 
even on the same runway at 
the same time, through con¬ 
trol tower radio communica¬ 
tions. as happened here on 
June 21. 

In addition to the safety 
and efficiency aspects offer¬ 
ed by the presence of a eon- 
trol tower at an airport, the 
needs of the surrounding 
rommum tic* are served 
with sounds directed 
away from congested areas 
in an established noise 
abatement runway system. 

General operating and flight 
rules established and enforced 
by the FAA control air space 
even without a control tower, 
but all the aspects of Air Traf¬ 
fic Control are stepped up 
with a tower operating at an 
airport.

PARIS (UPI) — Would-be 
fashionables had better plan 
an athletic, diet-conscious 
summer if they want to 
wear the styles Paris design¬ 
ers have in mind for fall and 
winter wardrobes. 

The best-dressed laurels 
will go to those naturally alim 
enough to wear featherweight 
jerseys and wools cut to cling 
to curves like a harem 
dancer’s silken veils — and 
with the same sexy 
connotations. 

Any attempt to heip nature 
along by mechanical means is 
ruled out by the new fabrics 
and styles. Fashions 
“undercover” equipment for 
perfecting the female form — 
corsets, padding, waist- 
cinchers — would reveal 
themselves at once under the 
soft materials and disrupt toe 
smooth, flowing lines created 
| by the designers. 

The fabrics, so light they 
float where they do not chng. 
will help carry fashion 
forward into the 1970s. 

They permit designers to 
• preserve and even demand 
the unfettered freedom of 
movment won by the fashion 
revolution of the last decade, 
while moving away from the 
stiff, geometric lines with 
which Courreges introduced 
■the mini-skirt and trouser 
suit. 

Christian Dior’s designer 
Marc Bohan, one of the 
leaders in the new soft 
movement, has already

Bohan uses the fabrics (or 
slinky blousess under fall and 
winter suits, as well as (or 
flowing evening gowns and 
trousers. 

Already, he has 
experimented with smocking 
the material, crushing it 
togetiier and then stitching 
the tiny creases in place. The 
fabrics are so fine that even 
when smocking is used across 
the hips, a long, slim line can 
be maintained. 

Bohan even dares to smock 
one pair of black evening 
trousers over the entire hip 
region and down several 
inches of thigh and then 
release tftie fabric to flow over 
the legs. 

The wool Rohan is using Is 
so fine that lie makes 
scarves printed in the same 
patchwork pattern he used 
so successfully in the 
s p r i n g - summer haute 
couture collection. The wool 
scarves fall with the same 
softness as the silk ones. 

By the time Dior parades lU 
fall-winter haute couture 
collection in July, Bohan 
undoubtedly will have more 
ideas for using the fabrics. 

So probably will other 
designers. There is nothing 
like a new material to give 
couturiers ideas. Just as vinyl 
was the natural forerunner cf 
the pop and op art fasuions of 
several sesasons ago, just a$ a 
new imitation leather 
prompted designers to create 
top-to-toe ensembles out of 
“leather,” so these new 
fabrics will influence style* in 
the coming season. 

There are other fashion 
forces at work, of courses, but 
mosts of them are harmonious 
with the styles imposed by th* 
soft wools and jerseys. 

One important factor in fr.e 
fall-winter fashion scene is th** 
acceptance of trousers for 
almost anytime, anywhere. 
They have helped promote the 
long, slim look which, in turn, 
has promoted such side 
effects as higher heeled shoes. 
Even women of only medium 
height soon discovered that 
one of the best ways to get a 
long-legged look was 4by 
wearing higher heels under 
longer trousers. 

It also, surprisingly, may 
help keep dress hemlines 
short. With the help of 
fashion designers, like the 
young Brazilian designer 
Ektor who made his Paris 
debut last January, women 
have discovered that a 
relatively short dress can 
serve double duty as a tunic 
top for touserss. 

Ektor, for example, makes 
coats and dresses that stop 
about three to four inches 
above the knee and teams 
tthem with neat trousers. The 
effect is as sophisticated as it 
is practical and all indications 
are that it will stay around for 
several seasons and may 
become a fashion classic.

Barr said. “Those writing on 
the conventional slate may 
find they never want to write 
on a new slate. It’s just like 
changing from stick shift to 
automatic shift in your car, 
Some would never do it 
because they don’t like the 
feel.” 

However, Mrs. Barr 
already receiving favorable 
comments on the merits of 
her slate from throughout the 
country. 

“Daddies and mothers who 
have never tried to 
communicate with their blind 
children have learned to write 
braille on my slate in one 
day’s time.” she said. “One 
father asked to see the 
alphabet and then took a slate 
and wrote a letter to his 
daughter.” 

Mrs. Barr todd of one man, 
born blind, who had been 
using the old slate for 52 
years, since he was in grade 
school. 

He wrote to the inventor. 
“I’m used to writing the other 
way but. given a little time. I 
can pick up speed in writing 
with the new slate. I wish they 
had had it when I was eight 
yopr old ” 

The big break for the new 
s’ate came this soring when 
Dr. Evans, who had helped 
Mrs. Barr with the 
experiment at his school, 
endorsed the slate and 
recommended its use at all 
other schools and centers for 
the blind, 

The Missouri School for the 
Blind introduced braille to the 
western hemisphere mere 
than 100 years ago, and 
Evans’ official endorsement 
after three years of testing at 
hi« school should give a big 
boost to the new slate. 

“This slate has been sort of 
like a new baby,” Mrs. Barr 
said “I’ve been nursing it 
along and I don’t plan to give 
it up now'.”

APOLLO 11 ASTRONAUTS ROCKET TOWARD MOON ON TRUE COURSE 

THE APOLLO 11 ASTRONAUTS rocketed today on a 
true course toward the moon and its long dreamed of con¬ 
quest early Monday morning. More matter of fact than the 
millions around the world who watched their flight, Neil A. 
Armstrong, Edwin E. “Buzz" Aldrin Jr. and Michael Collins 
left earth at precisely 9:32 a.m. EDT Wednesday from Cape 
Kennedy atop an earth shaking Saturn 5 rocket. “It was 
beautiful," Armstrong radioed three hours later as the rock¬ 
et’s third stage jolted them out of earth orbit and right on 
target for their quarter million mile voyage to the moon. If 
the epic journey continues as flawlessly as it began, Arm¬ 
strong and Aldrin will spend 21 hours, 36 minutes on the 
moon late Sunday and early Monday 2 hours, 41 minutes of 
It walking on its bleak, airless surface.

APOLLO 11 ASTRONAUTS ROCKET TOWARD MOON ON TRUE COURSE 

THE APOLLO 11 ASTRONAUTS rocketed today on a 
true course toward the moon and its long dreamed of con¬ 
quest early Monday morning. More matter of fact than the 
millions around the world who watched their flight, Neil A. 
Armstrong, Edwin E. ‘ Buzz" Aldrin Jr. and Michael Collins 
left earth at precisely 9:32 a.m. EDT Wednesday from Cape 
Kennedy atop an earth shaking Saturn 5 rocket. “It was 
beautiful,” Armstrong radioed three hours later as the rock¬ 
et’s third stage jolted them out of earth orbit and right on 
target for their quarter million mile voyage to the moon. If 
the epic journey continues as flawlessly as it began, Arm- 
strong and Aldrin will spend 21 hours, 36 minutes on the 
moon late Sunday and early Monday 2 hours, 41 minutes of 
It walking on its bleak, airless surface.

APOLLO INSTRUMENTS REPORT ‘EXCITING' MOONQUAKE 

MONITORING INSTRUMENTS left behind on the moon, 
geientists reported an ‘‘exciting find” Wednesday while Apollo 
ll's astronauts blazed toward earth and a splashdown today 
in the Pacific Ocean. Scientists said the seismometer set up | 
on the moon by Neil A. Armstrong and Edwin E. ‘‘Buzz” 
Aldrin Jr. had radioed back reports of either a moonquake or 
the jolt of a metcroid hitting the lunar surface. A moonquake J 
would indicate the moon, like the earth, is a live celestial j 
body with a hot core producing stresses below its surface. 
Dr. Garry Latham, at the Space Center in Houston, one of 
the nation’s leading geophysicists, leaned toward the theory 
that a quake, rather than a meteoroid, caused the vibrations. 
The Apollo 11 splashdown 1,040 miles southwest of Hawaii 
was scheduled for 12.49 p.m. EDT with President Nixon on 
hand to personally greet the returning space heroes. Nixon 
phoned the wives of the astronauts before leaving for the 
Pacific Wednesday to congratulate them on their husband’s 
successful mission. Forecasters promised acceptable condi¬ 
tions in the weather, despite a distant storm that will be 
visible to the astronauts. 

NIXON SETS OUT TO GREET ASTRONAUTS IN PACIFIC 

PRESIDENT NIXON, prouder by the minute of the 
successful Apollo 11 flight, set out Wednesday for Johnston 1 
Island in the Pacific beyond Hawaii to welcome the astro- j | 
rauts back to earth. The Chief Executive was scheduled to 
fly from San Francisco to Johnston Island, then switch to a 
helicopter for a flight to the communications cruiser USS 
Arlington where he would spend the night. At dawn, Nixon 
will fly by helicopter to USS Hornet, the recovery aircraft 
carrier, and from the bridge will watch the splashdown of 
Apollo 11. This was to be the spectacular start of a lengthy 
trip which will take the President from the splashdown area 
on to Guam, the Philippine Republic, Indonesia, India, Pakis¬ 
tan and Romania. Mrs. Nixon, in a separate Air Force plane, 
was bound for Hawaii where she was scheduled to spend the 
night while he is on the Arlington and the Hornet. She will 
rejoin the President in Guam late today.

MILITARY SEES BATTLE LULL EXTENDING INTO SEPTEMBER 

THE LULL in major battle action by North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong troops may extend into September, informed 
U.S. military sources said Wednesday.

War communiques released in Saigon 
reported only light and scattered action Tuesday and Wednes 
day. Intelligence units said Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
troops were regrouping and resupplying. Earlier reports had 
Indicated a new wave of attacks this month, but military 
sources revised their estimates Wednesday.

How does the law view 
LSD** 

Because LSD is a 
dangerous drug when not 
used for research under 
medical supervision, it is 
closely regulated by 
Federal laws. These call for 
strict penalties |m- 
imprisonment and fines, for 
illegal production, sale, or 
disposition of I>SI) and 

other similar drugs. State 
laws also provide stiff 
pe n a It i e s , some for 
possession as well as use, 
sale or disposition. 

What is the Institute doing 
about LSD° 

Because we need to know 
more about this powerful 
drug, NIMH is supporting 
and encouraging research 
on a broad front to get 
a n s we r s about its ; 
chemistry, pharmacology, 
animal and human effects, , 
and whether it has any real 1 
medical or other value. j

Tips for Taking Pets 
With You on Vacation 


Planning to take your dog cr, 
cat with you on vacation this 
summer? Here are 12 tips for, 
pet travel issued by Dr. 
Carlton E. Buttrick, president 
of the Animal Rescue League 
of Boston. 

(1) Check with a 
veterinarian regarding rabies 
inoculations and health 
certificates required for entry 
into other states or countries. 

(2) I f the animal is prone to 
car sickness of hasn't traveled 
by car often, check with your 
veterinarian for motion- 
gickness medication. 

(3) Tonsilitis is aggravated 
by traveling. If your pe- is 
prone to attacks of tonsilitis, 
check with your veterinarian 
before leaving. 

(4) When traveling by car, 
do not allow dogs to stick 
their heads out of car win¬ 
dows. Keep your dog's head 
inside to avoid the possibility 
of eye injury from foreign 
bodies, such as sand and 
gravel, and to guard against 
eye irritation caused by wind. 

(5) Never tie a dog on a 
leash in the car. He may jump 
out a window and hang 
himself. 


(6) Take the proper equip¬ 
ment the dog or cat will need 
witih you (leash, collar, bowl, 
blanket, etc.). 

(7) If possible, take a sup¬ 
ply of water that the animal 
normally drinks (to avoid 
diarrhea). If not possible, buy 
distilled bottled water or ob¬ 
tain water from a public 
health approved supply. 

(8) Take a favorite toy or 
bone to keep him from getting 
bored.

In the same week recent¬ 
ly, Americans were told (1) 
by .Secretary of Commerce 
Maurice H. Stans that in¬ 
flationary pressures on the 
economy were showing signs 
of easing and (2) b> another 
branch of the federal gov¬ 
ernment that consumer pri¬ 
ces had risen once again in 
the previous month. Consu¬ 
mers. not about to search 
for the logic in these seem¬ 
ingly contradictory state¬ 
ments, were busy Irving to 
make financial ends meet. 
For they \v ere convinced 
that inflation, no matter 
what was said about it, was 
having an increasingly pain¬ 
ful impact on their lives. In 
this article by a W ashington 
reporter, this impact is ex¬ 
amined. 

It is small comfort to the 
wife of a $20.000-a-year-man 
to hear that the clothes of 
the 1930s are making a 
comeback. She knows the 
prices won’t be the same. 

It's hard for her to recall 
prices of even 10 years ago, 
when she could buy a half 
gallon of ice cream for 51 
cents. The cost of living has 
risen about 20 percent since 
1957-59, a take-off point 
often used by economists 
and graph-makers. 

Learning to live with 
inflation is becoming a 
national pastime, a 
preoccupation if not an art 
form. 

Whether she lives in high - 
cost Seattle or some more 
reasonable City like Austin, 
Tex., this mother of two 
once thought her husband’s 
$20,000 income would herald 
a lifestyle of substance, 
bringing a new car a year, a 
second home a the lake, 
p restige-college diplomas 
and a home with an acre of 
ground. 

Forget it. 

The tax bite, the 
mortgage, the tuition, the 
orthodontist, the household 
upkeep, the ballet lessons, 
the clothes and the food 
have, this year, left just 
enough, if they skimp, for 
two weeks at the beach.

Savings? A few bonds , 
perhaps, to prove the family 
is not un-American, but 
usually they are cashed in 
well before the pitiful 
interest accrues. 

Buy now, pay later. Call it 
inflation psychology. 

Prices have been rising, 
however, ever since this 
woman handled her own 
funds, so why the sudden 
money alarm? Because I 
there has been a bigger 
spurt than usual in the 
economy in eany spring, 
financial observers fear the 
momentum will be hard to I 
brake. 

With the cost of living I 
rising now at an annual rate 
of 6 percent, with taxes on 
the rise, everyone expects 
future demands for wage 
increases to climb .perhaps i 
toward 10 percent. And the i 
spiral continue?. 

Despite a May slowdown, 
the Consumer Price Index 
rose at an annual rate of 7.2 
percent in February, March 
and April. In May, prices 
were 5.4 percent above last 
year. This inflationary 
spiral alarmed many who 
were aware of past figures. 
There was a rise of 4.5 
percent in 1968 and 2 8 
percent in 1967. During the 
first part of the decade, 
however, the rise only 
averaged about 1.3 percent 
a year. 

The housewife may find 
some of this heav.> reading 
over her second cup of 
coffee as she prepares for 
her daily car-pool run. She 
reads of the credit Crunch, 
the prime-interest rate hike, 
the housing shortage 
disaster, continuance of the | 
income-tax surcharge. But 
only when she spies sirloin- 
tip roasts advertised at 


$1.29 per pound does l he 
message really get through. 

Yet U.S. Department of 
Agriculture e c o n o m i st 
Rosalind Lifquist says it is 
unfair to blame food 
entirely for skyrocket.ng 
housekeeping costs. “On an 
average, only 17 percent of 
the country’s disposable 
income, after taxes, goes 
for food,” she says. 

But the problem of 
feeding a hungry son who 
can gulp two pounds of that 
sirloin at one dinner ?itting 
remains a daily cost-of- 
living reminder. 

To take the problem back 
to the ’30s, back to Jean 
Harlow’s heyday when those 
bias-cut satin dresses were i 
in style, it now takes a 
married man with three 
dependents an income of 
SI4.440 to live like he did on 
S3.000 in 1939. That was 
a year when reruns of “Red 
Dust" cost 25 cents at the ] 
neighborhood Saturday 
matinee. 

So wheel? in Washington 
continue to spin searching 
solutions for an overheated 
economy. Steady economic 
growth, stable prices and 
low unemployment are what 
everyone yearns for. 
Recognizing “some 
imbalances due to the w ar,” 
economists sometimes have 
soothing words. 

Arnold Chase of the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
admits that most of us are 
trying to “arrange things so 
we can beat inflation.” Any 
rise in the standard of living 
comes from increased 
production, but Chase 
suggests that ”, . . perha-ps 
none of us can afford to live 
as we would like, perhaps 
our aspirations are not 
supportable’.’ 

Cost of Living 
Rise Is Highest 

Early this spring 
economists w’arned o f 
“making too much” of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics’ 
announcement that the cost 
of living rise was the 
steepest ir. 18 years. 

Yet by the beginning of 
this summer prices were 
still rising and inflation talk 
dominated c or.versations - 
over martini? at the country 
club, over beer in the 
factory towns, and at PTA 
study groups. 

Pres i d e n t Nixon’s 
economic adviser. D r. 
Arthur Burns, has said 
flatly that there will be no 
wage or price controls. Yet 
Dr. Walter Heller, former 
chairman of the council of 
economic advisers, warns 


of one little girl, with 
another baby on the way. 
She was pointing to a white 
linen pants suit. By the time 
this couple (whose 
combined take-home pay is 
around $170 per week) pay 
off the baby-skier, the car, 
the rent, a loan and the 
utilities, and buy food for 
the week, there is literally 
nothing left to fritter away. 
There is nothing left for 
emergencies, either. 

Even the dream of 
home of their own 
withering with the dollar 
value. 

According to George 
Romney, secretary o f 
Housing and Urban 
Development, land prices 
have gone up 800 percent in 
12 years! With rising costs 
of construction, there are 
only 26 million families in 
the country today able to 
afford a house that costs 
more than $12,500. The one 
Family house, some housing 
experts say, is moving into 
the luxury only scene. 

For the fairly well-heeled 
who were lucky enough to 
have bought a house five or 
ten years ago. the worry 
may not be housing or food 
but rather education costs 
and just the day-to-day 
wear and tear on the 
pocketbook while trying to 
raise children in an affluent, 
status minded society. 

Fun Money Ha** 

. Ri»en Over Years 

“Allowances are a dead 
giveaway to the zooming 
price structure,” said a 
mother as she explained 
that her 10-year-old son now 
gets $5 a month “for fun” 
whereas four years ago her 
daughters got 50 cents a 
week. The neighborhood 
movie now costs one buck, 
perhaps more. Trinkets, 
favors for the birthday 
party that once cost 10 cent? 
apiece are now 26 cents, 30 
cents. 

But the real expense is 
education, paid for in taxes 
or carved out of the savings.

They came mostly from women, arv.l overall they 
defended Senator Edward M. Kennedy by a margin 
of about 3-1. 

It was largely the women who had criticized Ted 
Kennedy when the news broke of the fatal accident in 
which a car he was driving skidded off a narrow 
bridge, the drowning of a young woman passenger in 
his automobile and his failure to notify the police un 
til the following morning. 

The average man adopted a wait-and-see attitude 
arguing that it was an unfortunate accident in whid 
almost anyone might have been involved. 

When Senator Kennedy went into Kdgartown 
district court and pleaded guilty to a charge of 
leaving the scene of an accident, the women who 
had been critical of him began to shift to his side.

The office of State Auditor Thaddeus Buczko this week made public a 
three-page survey report of the Newton Mental Health Association, Inc., to 
which the City of Newton makes an annual contribution of $30,000. 

This report, dated Feb. 28, 1969, did not make any specific recommenda¬ 
tions or comments. On the financial side the report showed receipts for 1968 of 
$57,710.84 and disbursements of $60,372.95. Those figures do not include state 
salaries of $76,710.40 exclusive of fringe benefits. 


Specifically, the report stat¬

President Nixon's Pledge 

President Nixon’s pledge that the United States 
would defend Thailand against anj^ attack from any 
source came as a shock to many Americans. 

They had assumed that one of the purposes of 
Mr. Nixon’s round-the-world journey was to let it be 
known that we would remain apart from any further 
wars in Southeast Asia. 

It was expected that the President would tell the 
leaders in countries such as Thailand that they could 
looks to us for money, for economic and technical help 
hut if the need arose for defending their nations, they 
would have to do that themselves. 

It now appears that the President could not honor¬ 
ably make such a pronouncement. 

Thailand had given us bases for our bombing 
planes to enable us to prosecute our war in Vietnam, 
and Thailand officials wanted to know what we would 
do about protecting them if they need protection when 
we pull our troops out of Vietnam. 

President Nixon obviously felt that he could not 
in honor walk away from Thailand if her borders were 
threatened by an invader. She had helped us. She had 
a right to look to us for help if the need for it should 
develop. 

There are still other ways in which the Presi¬ 
dent's mission is not working out exactly as had been 
anticipated. 

When President Nixon left last week on his trip, 
it appeared that he could not have chosen a better 
time to undertake it. 

United States prestige was extremely high as a 
result of the Apollo 11 flight, the landing of two As¬ 
tronauts on the moon and their safe return to earth. 

It turned out that some nations — Indonesia, for 
one — are not buying our statement that our landing 
on the moon was a great stride forward for them and 
all mankind. 

They don't quite see how they are being helped, 
by the moon voyage.

Boating

NEW YORK (UPI) — An 
alarming number of pleasure 
boating mishaps thave Ijeen 
reported so far this year, 
leading observers to predict 
1969 may be one of the worst 
in terms of casualties and 
property damage. , 

Most discouraging have Heen 
the number of accidents • re¬ 
ported involving r’^itaple 
deaths, such as a recent qap- 
sizing on a Texas lake which 
claimed six lives. 

This unpleasant outlpok 
comes on the heels of the 
Coast Guard’s annual statis¬ 
tical report which shows boat¬ 
ing accidents reported in 1963 
were up 2 per cent over the 
preceding year — 4,194. com¬ 
pared witn 4,113 in 1967. 

It should be pointed out, 
however, that the number of 
registered pleasure bQats 
operating in 1968 was 4.T42.- 
871 against 4,458,893 in ©67. 
And that 1968 figure probably 
has increased by another 
quarter million at this point. 

The Coast Guard report also 
gave these figures for 1968: 

— Deaths in boating acci¬ 
dents were up 2.3 per cent — 
1,342 compared with 1,312 in 
1967 — but reported injuries 
were down 5.9 per cent — 
1,284 against 1,365 in 1967. 

— Property damage was up 
9.5 per cent — $6,631,600 dbm- 
pared with $6,054,100 in l9h7. 

— There were 5,427 vessels 
involved in the 4,194 accidents 
reported. 

A Coast Guard analysis of 
its statistics showed the 
familiar pattern of previous 
years where fatalities w.ere 
concerned — capsizings Ac¬ 
counted for more lives lost 
than any other type of cas¬ 
ualty, followed by falls over¬ 
board and sinkings, in that 
order. • 

Most of the capsizings were 
attributed to faulty operations 
such as improper loading or 
overloading of the boat, ignor¬ 
ing weather warnings, ‘.and 
operating in waters that’ ex¬ 
ceeded the limits of the boat 
or the operator’s experience. 

Most of the personal injuries 
resulted from collision of’two 
vessels or one craft ramming 
a fixed object. Fires ancf ex¬ 
plosions caused the second 
la gest number of injuries,

In a large bowl, combine milk, 
egg yolks, sugar and salt; beat 
until foamy. Stir in pineapple- 
grapefruit juice drink. In large 
mixer bowl, beat egg whites 
until stiff: fold in fruit juice 
mixture. Ladle into glasses. 
Add scoop of ice cream to each 
glass. Sprinkle with nutmeg. 
Makes eight 8-oz. glasses or 12 
punch cups. 


Summer and salads were 
made for each other. Gardens 
— maybe one in your own back 
yard? — abound with all the 
growing things that combine 
to make salads so appetizing. 
The thermometer encourages 
a salad specialty — “refriger¬ 
ator cooking.” And wilted ap¬ 
petites respond to cool, re¬ 
freshing fare. 

So, break out the salad bowl 
and use the pair of recipes 
here to celebrate “salad days.” 

Summer Garden Salad uses 
fresh, raw spinach leaves as 
greens, a flavor- and vitamin- 
filled change from the more 
usual head lettuce or romaine. 
Garden accents include nippy 
green onions, radishes and 
marinated cucumbers. 

The centered accompani¬ 
ment Is a snowy mound of cot¬ 
tage cheese — and the dress¬ 
ing a piquant combination of 
sour cream, seasonings and 
tart lemon juice. 

The second recipe bids fair 
to become a favorite variation 
of the ever-popular potato 
salad. Green beans add a new 
color note, and the flavors, in¬ 
cluding dill weed and sour 
cream dressing, are refresh¬ 
ingly different, too.

That hearty combination of 
buttered rye bread, corned 
beef, Swiss cheese and sauer¬ 
kraut — the popular Reuben 
Sandwich — takes on new 
character when It’s waffled or 
grilled.

There was 
little rejoicing, however, 
because food, clothing and 
consumer services of all 
kinds jumped to record 
heights.

Government researchers 
counter with the fact that 
the majority of people ?at 
well today and on a smaller 
portion of then - income than 
ever before.

Yet the woman, affluent 
or of moderate means, is 
chilled to read reports such 
as “Hunger, USA” as she 
finds bread and milk up a 
few more cents. It is the 
very necessity of food that 
makes this shopper uneasy. 
Wages, services, hard goods 
and housing prices may 
skyrocket, but it is the price 
of winter lettuce or eggs 
that consumers talk about. 

“Most people in this 
country have money enough 
to buy all the food they 
want.” said Rosalind 
Lifquist. a Department of 
Agriculture economist who 
tosses figures and graphs 
about faster than you can 
remember when milk was 
10 cents a quart. 

She thinks one of the 
reasons that the price of 
food sticks in our craw is 
because “we usually pay 
cash for our groceries and 
that hurts a lot more than 
handing over a charge - a - 
plate.” 

She handles a great many 
complaints, like the one 
from a real estate man 
outraged about t'he price of 
tomatoes. “Imagine a 
Washington, D. C., real 
estate man complaining 
about the price of out - of • 
season tomatoes.” 

Using an optimistically 
illustrated brochure with 
prices slashed, the 
Department of Agriculture 
analyzes food prices. 
Wayward weather, out - of - 
season demands, and 
convenience foods s o 
popular with the over 40 
percent of women in tne 
work force are given as 
reasons for more expensive 
food. 

Real Cost of Feeding 

F'amily Shows Up 

Yet when the department 
gets to spelling out a weekly 
food budget, the costs of 
feeding a growing family 
show up. Starting out with a 
young couple who spend 
$21.10, it is raised to $29.10 
with the first child, upped to 
$37.50 with the second child. 
And by the time the 
children become teen 
agers, the family food bill is 
$40.30. It starts to decrease 
only as the children leave 
•home, ending up with a 
$20.20 spent for food by a 
retired couple. 

But here again the 
government is assuming 
some shopping expertise. 
Recently the National 
Foundation for Consumer 
Credit has been sponsoring 
money management 
courses for people on low 
incomes that involve trips to 
supermarkets. 

As for retired persons, it 
takes true grit as well as 
sharp shopping to stay 
abreast of rising food costs 
on a stationary income. 

“Just call me the dented - 
ran woman,” smiled Elsie 
as she explained how she 
makes her hushand’s small 
retirement inrome do. “This 
may sound like a story from 
the ’30s, but we do our 
shopping on Saturday 
nights.” 


On a recent Saturday 
night, for instance, the 25 - 
cent bread had been 
reduced to 12 cents and the 
99 - cent barbecued chicken 
was then 79 cents. Then 
Elsie picked up a few' 
dented cans to add to her 
larder, explaining, “Unless 
they are puffed out at the 
top, they are safe.” A 
vegetable garden in her 
rented duplex area is her 
happiest advantage. 

The spread of food prices 
reaches across the nation. 
According to government 
family - budget plans, the 
difference between food in 
high - cost Seattle and low - 
cost San Diego may run 
from as much as $160 per 
year on a low budget to $23U 
on a higher income. 

Food Preferences 

Cause Difference 

Food preferences account 
for some differences. In 
Orlando. Fla., for instance, 
where food costs are about 
tne low est in the nation, the 
taste for grits and greens 
runs strong. 

Regardless of Where you 
live today, however, the 
country has become more 
consumer conscious, 
demanding its “money's 
worth” — even if you don’t j 
know from month to month 
what that worth is. 

Almost daily Congress 
investigates the cost of 
living, credit buying, 
overruns on military arms 
estimates, and the broad 
spectrum of consumer 
concerns. 

Virginia Knauer. 
President Nixon’s special 
assista.it for consumer 
affairs, has no responsibility 
for prices — “although I'm 
shocked by the price of my 
f. vorite instant coffee.” But 
she is interested in the 
housewife’s money’s worth. 

Called up to give an 
opinion on raising the 
percentage of fat permitted 
in the production of hot 
dogs, she suggested it might 
make them cheaper but said 
she w’as against it because 
few' housewives knew now 
that there was any fat in 
hotdogs, much less 30 
percent. 

We are eating better 
today and are more 
knowledgeable about what 
we, eat. For those who can 
recall when bread was a 
nickel a loaf and milk 10 
rents a quart, the 
Department of Agriculture 
is ready with some answers. 

It likes to talk about 
‘‘bringing home the bacon.” 
An nour’s wage for a 
factory worker, according 
to the department’s 
figuring, would have 
brought home less than a 
pound of bacon back in 1914. 

It would have brought home 
two pounds in 1939 — and 
brings home more than 3- 
1/2 pounds today. (This 
was all computed before 
carpenters’ wages went up 
to $7.44 an hour.) 

T 1 jre are many life - 
style facts that the 
dpartment likes to point 
out. At the supermarket 
today, for example, 20 cents 
of every dollar is spent for 
non - food items, such as 
soap, paper products, socks, 
flowers, hair spray, pet 
food, curtains — you name 
it.
